piece of cloth. 
The >uvereign State of Mas^achusetts will doubtless feel 
much safer now that a child has been expelled from school, 
and thus denied the op])ortunity of an education, for reasons 
which he little iinderstecd, 
In this case, as v itll the oaths required of teachers, the 
ground for criticism is nut that disloyalty is to be encourag­ 
ed or that it is all right for liuichcrs to hold revolutionai \ 
views.
